EW,  probably,  of  the  Clergy  who  have  been  called 
upon  in  their  office  to  celebrate  the  Holy  Sacrament 
in  the  fick  chamber,  but  muft  have  experienced  that, 
unlefs  they  anticipated  by  careful  diredlion  the  fub- 
ftance  of  what  is  fet  forth  in  many  of  the  notes  at  the  end  of 
this  Office,  moft  painful  and  diftreffing  confufion  almoft  inevit- 
ably enfues.  The  miniftration  of  the  laft  "  Viaticum  "  ought 
to  be — (and  there  is  no  reafon,  with  due  care,  why  it  may  not 
be) — perhaps,  the  moft  memorable  and  impreflive  fundlion  in 
which  a  devout  man  can  engage  on  this  fide  of  the  "  veil,"  and 
yet  it  is  only  too  often — as  many  have  teftified — ftripped  of  all 
folemnity  by  the  awkwardnefs  and  mifunderftanding  (through 
unfamiliarity)  of  thofe  who  affift  at  it.  To  remedy  this  is  the 
chief  reafon  which  has  led  to  the  fetting  forth  of  this  Office, 
with  notes  and  diredions,  by  one  who  has  had  much  and  varied 
experience  in  this  miniftration  during  a  period  of  twenty-one 
years. 

To  fome  probably  the  notes  may  feem  over  minute,  but  they 
are  hints  of  which  the  young  and  inexperienced  Clergy  and 
devout  laity  ftand  in  need.  Until  within  the  paft  few  years, 
unlefs  the  Prieft  took  care  beforehand  of  all  that  was  neceflary 
for  the  decent  miniftration  of  this  Sacrament,  there  would  be 
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nothing  but  confufion.  This  is  the  cafe  ftill  in  many  rural 
parifhes.  In  towns  and  large  villages,  in  the  prefent  day,  nearly 
all  can  be  fitly  undertaken  and  prepared  beforehand  by  the 
Deacon,  Sifter  of  Mercy,  Uiftri6t  Vifitor,  or  Lay-Server,  or  a 
member  of  one  of  the  many  Guilds  and  Fraternities  now  con- 
nedled  with  the  Church. 

It  is  well  it  fhould  thus  be  done.  The  pious  laity  fhould  in 
every  way  be  encouraged  to  demand  their  privileges  and  exer- 
cife  their  rights  in  the  various  offices  of  the  Church.  They  can 
efpecially  manifeft  their  faith  in  Catholic  doftrines  by  due  pre- 
paration for  fuch  an  Office  as  this,  or  that  of  the  Burial  of  the 
Dead,  Sec,  by  external  fymbols  entirely  within  their  control. 
Pain  would  often  be  avoided,  and  there  would  be  lefs  to  fear 
from  abrupt  change  of  cuftoms  in  many  parifhes  by  the  advent 
of  a  new  Incumbent,  not  neceflarily  antagoniftic,  but  from 
various  circumftances,  unfamiliar  with  Catholic  ritual.  The 
moft  carelefs  Prieft,  as  to  externals,  would  now  hardly  venture 
to  inter  a  corpfe  without  vefting  himfelf  in  a  furplice ;  and  if  an 
Altar  were  carefully  prepared  by  the  bedfide,  with  its  ornaments 
and  vafes  of  flowers,  crofs,  or  pidlure  of  the  Crucified,  by  the 
laity  themfelves  ;  and  if  the  mefTenger  fent  to  fummon  the  Prieft 
were  to  offer  to  carry  the  veftments,  a  very  different  rule  from 
the  prefent  might  foon  obtain,  and  a  proper  "  ufe  "  be  perpe- 
tuated where  it  already  exifts. 

Hitherto  there  has  been  no  acceffible  book  as  fuch  a  guide  in 
this  matter.  Without  fome  fuch  diredions,  oral  or  written,  the 
"  Order  for  the  Communion  of  the  Sick  " — fave  in  rare  inftances 
— will  prove  a  maze  and  bewilderment  to  thofe  called  upon  in 
a  moft  trying  moment  to  affift  in  it. 

It  is  to  be  lamented  that  there  are  ftill  not  a  few  Clergy 
whofe  faith  is  orthodox  as  to  the  Service  of  the  Altar,  who  yet 
ftrip  this  facred  office  in  the  fick  chamber  of  all  reverence  and 
dignity, — not  even   putting  on  a  furplice  over  their  every-day

attire  when  miniftering  this  laft  Sacrament  by  the  bedfide.  It  is 
not  himfelf  or  his  own  convenience  that  ought  to  be  at  fuch 
times  the  firft  thought  with  a  parifh  Prieft,  but  the  inftrudlive 
and  confoHng  effe6t  on  the  minds  of  the  Tick  man  and  the  friends 
gathered  round  his  deathbed.  Little  does  many  a  Prieft  know 
how,  quite  unintentionally,  he  bitterly  difappoints  and  caufes 
pain  to  devout  fouls  by  this  feeming  flovenlinefs  and  want  of 
care  and  reverence.  To  fuch  the  writer  would  humbly  com- 
mend the  introdu6lory  remarks  fet  forth  at  confiderable  length 
in  the  '*  Vifitatio  Injirmorum"  page  cxxiv.  The  whole  intro- 
du6lion  is  well  worthy  of  careful  ftudy.  From  it  fome  of  thefe 
*' notes  "  are  gathered. 

God  grant  that  the  paflage  to  the  Valley  of  the  Shadow  of 
Death  may  for  many  devout  fouls  be  hghtened,  additional 
comfort  afforded,  and  faith  at  the  laft  awful  hours  ftrengthened 
by  the  more  reverent  fetting  forth  of  this  folemn  Service  ;  fo 
that  both  fick  and  whole  may  more  vividly  realize  the  worfhip 
of  the  glorified  within  the  veil.  To  look  upwards  from  the  re- 
prefentation  to  the  thing  reprefented ;  from  the  earthly  footftool 
to  the  Throne  of  God  and  the  Lamb  ;  from  the  earthly  minifter 
to  the  Great  High  Prieft  clad  in  white  and  girt  with  His  golden 
girdle,  pleading  in  Heaven  that  which  His  fervant  is  offering  on 
earth  ;  and  fo  gaze  onward  from  the  lowly  Altar  by  the  bedfide 
to  that  which  it  was  ordained  to  fet  forth — The  worftiip  of  the 
"  Lamb  that  has  been  flain  from  the  foundation  of  the  world" 
— This  is  the  great  purpofe  of  all  Chriftian  worfhip.

|EARLY  beloved,  know  this,  that  Almighty  God  is  the 
Lord  of  life  and  death,  and  of  all  things  to  them  per- 
taining, as  youth,  ftrength,  health,  age,  weaknefs,  and 
ficknefs.  Wherefore,  whatfoever  your  ficknefs  is,  know  you 
certainly,  that  it  is  God's  vifitation.  And  for  what  caufe  foever 
this  ficknefs  is  fent  unto  you ;  whether  it  be  to  try  your  patience 
for  the  example  of  others,  and  that  your  faith  may  be  found  in 
the  day  of  the  Lord,  laudable,  glorious,  and  honourable,  to  the 
increafe  of  glory  and  endlefs  felicity  ;  or  elfe  it  be  fent  unto  you  ' 
to  corred;  and  amend  in  you  whatfoever  doth  offend  the  eyes  of 
your  heavenly  Father ;  know  you  certainly,  that  if  you  truly  repent 
you  of  your  fins,  and  bear  your  ficknefs  patiently,  trufting  in  God's 
mercy,  for  his  dear  Son  Jefus  Chrift's  fake,  and  render  unto  him 
humble  thanks  for  his  fatherly  vifitation,  fubmitting  yourfelf 
wholly  unto  his  will,  it  fiiall  turn  to  your  profit,  and  help  you 
forward  in  the  right  way  that  leadeth  unto  everlafliing  life.

AKE   therefore  in   good  part  the    chaftifement  of  the 
Lord  :   For  (as  Saint  Paul  faith  in  the  twelfth  Chapter 

to  the  Hebrews)  whom  the  Lord  loveth  he  chafteneth, 

and  fcourgeth  every  fon  whom  he  receiveth.  If  ye  endure 
chaftcning,  God  dealeth  with  you  as  with  fons  ;  for  what  fon  is 
he  whom  the  father  chafteneth  not  ?  But  if  ye  be  without  chaf- 
tifement, whereof  all  are  partakers,  then  are  ye  baftards,  and  not 
fons.  Furthermore,  we  have  had  fathers  of  our  flefh,  which  cor- 
rected us,  and  we  gave  them  reverence :  fhall  we  not  much 
rather  be  in  fubjei-lion  unto  the  Father  of  fpirits,  and  live  ?  For 
they  verily  for  a  few  days  chaftened  us  after  their  own  pleafure  ; 
but  he  for  our  proiit,  that  we  might  be  partakers  of  his  holinefs. 
Thefe  words,  good  brother ^  are  written  in  holy  Scripture  for  our 
comfort  and  inftruCtion  ;  that  we  fhould  patiently,  and  with 
thankfgiving,  bear  our  heavenly  Father's  corre6lion,  whenfo- 
ever  by  any  manner  of  adverfity  it  fhall  pleafe  his  gracious 
goodnefs  to  vifit  us.  And  there  fhould  be  no  greater  comfort 
to  Chriftian  perfons,  than  to  be  made  like  unto  Chrift,  by  fuffer- 
ing  patiently  adverfities,  troubles,  and  ficknefles.  For  he  himfelf 
went  not  up  to  joy,  but  firft  he  fuffered  pain  ;  he  entered  not  into 
his  glory  before  he  was  crucified.  So  truly  our  way  to  eternal  joy 
is  to  fuffer  here  with  Chrift  ;  and  our  door  to  enter  into  eternal 
life  is  gladly  to  die  with  Chrift ;  that  we  may  rife  again  from 
death,  and  dwell  with  him  in  everlafting  life.  Now  therefore, 
taking  your  ficknefs,  which  is  thus  profitable  for  you,  patiently, 
I  exhort  you,  in  the  Name  of  God,  to  remember  the  profeftion 
which  you  made  unto  God  in  your  Baptifm.  And  forafmuch 
as  after  this  life  there  is  an  account  to  be  given  unto  the  righ- 
teous Judge,  by  whom  all  muft  be  judged,  without  refpeft  of 
perfons,  I  require  you  to  examine  yourfelf  and  your  eftate,  both 
toward  God  and  man  ;  fo  that,  accufingand  condemning  yourfelf 
for  your  own  faults,  you  may  find  mercy  at  our  heavenly 
Father's  hand  for  Chrift's  fake,  and   not  be  accufed  and  con- 
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demned  in  that  fearful  judgment.  Therefore  I  ihall  rehearfe  to 
you  the  Articles  of  our  Faith,  that  you  may  know  whether  you 
do  believe  as  a  Chriftian  man  l"hould,  or  no.

^^^FTER  wide  and  extenfive  inquiry  among  many  ex- 
perienced Parifh  Priefts,  it  has  been  found,  as  ftated 
in  the  notes  at  the  end  of  thefe  Offices,  that,  pradi- 
cally,  moft  clergymen,  from  neceffity,  a(5t  upon  the 
fuggeftion  and  hberty  given  in  the  following  rubric  : — "  Thefe 
words  before  rehearfed  may  be  faid  before  the  Minifter  begin  his 
prayer  as  he  fhall  fee  fit,"  &c.  Thus  the  examination  of  faith, 
exhortation  to  repentance,  charity,  forgivenefs,  fettlement  of 
debts,  making  the  will,  &c,,  &c.,  is  gone  through  with  as  foon 
as  may  be  after  a  preliminary  vifit  and  inftru6lion  according  to 
needs.  For  many  reafons  (five  in  rare  cafes)  perfons  are  found 
as  unready  for  the  ufe  of  the  ''  Visitation  Office  "  at  once  as 
unbaptized  adults  in  general  are  found  for  the  *'  Office  of  Bap- 
tifm  for  thofe  of  Riper  Years." 

The  penitential  portion  of  the  Office,  then,  having  been  duly 
miniftered  according  as  circumftances  will  allow,  a  time  is  ap- 
pointed for  adminiftering  the  Holy  Sacrament.  The  plan,  it 
will  be  feen,  which  is  fuggefted  as  convenient,  is  to  ufe  the  firft 
portion  of  the  '*  Vifitation  Service"  as  a  preparation  for,  and  in- 
trodu6lion  to,  the  higher  Office,  (This  plan  is  in  great  part 
fandioned  by  the  rubric — '^  When  the  fick  perfon  is  vifited  and 
receiveth  the  Holy  Communion  at  one  time,"  &c.)  And  alfo 
in  the    Foil  Communion    to    ufe   one    or    more  of  the  fpecial

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prayers  and  Benedidlions  from  the  "  Vifitation  Office."  When 
the  Communion  Office  is  ufed  by  itfelf  there  is  fingularly  Httle 
that  is  applicable  to  the  fick.  perfon's  fpecial  needs  or  to  the  edifi- 
cation and  inftru6lion  of  friends.  For  this  purpofe  it  is  hoped 
Parts  I.  and  III.,  fet  forth  with  diredlions  in  large  type,  will  be 
found  ufeful  in  the  fick-chamber  both  for  Prieft  and  people. 

But  it  has  been  fuggefted  that  there  muft  now  be  in  parifhes, 
where  for  fome  time  Catholic  teaching  has  prevailed,  an  in- 
creafing  number  of  perfons — not  to  fay  families — who  need  but 
little,  if  any,  fpecial  teaching  from  the  Parifh  Prieft,  his  Deacon, 
or  Sifters  of  Mercy^  &c.,  to  be  prepared  at  once  intelligently  to 
avail  themfelves  of,  and  to  take  their  part  in,  the  whole  "Vifi- 
tation Office,"  and  that  it  would  be  inconvenient  for  the  Prieft 
and  others  to  turn  to  another  book  for  any  part  omitted  in  this. 
In  fuch  cafes,  the  chief  obje6l  in  thus  printing  thefe  Offices 
would  be  loft.  Part  II.  (Avhich  can  be  ufed  with  or  without 
I.  and  III.)  is  therefore  gladly  given.  Of  courfe,  the  Prieft, 
when  vifiting  a  fick  perfon  with  the  intention  (by  arrangement 
beforehand)  of  ufing  the  whole  "  Vifitation  Service,"  will  wear 
his  furplice  and  ftole,  and  as  the  Office  is  fomewhat  long  and 
exhaufting  for  the  fick,  he  will,  as  a  general  rule,  appoint  another 
time  for  celebrating  the  Holy  Sacrament  of  the  Altar,  and  at  the 
latter  Office  will  ufe  at  kajl  fuch  veftments  as  he  ufes  in  church. 
The  *' Vifitation  Office "  ftiould  be  ufed  as  a  whole  but  once 
during  a  ferious  ficknefs. 

The  Order  for  Un6lion,  with  Pfalms  and  Antiphons  after  the 
Edwardian  form  {1549),  is  inferted  in  the  place  it  once  occupied 
in  the  Office.  The  "  Vifitation  Service  "  is  in  great  part  taken 
from  the  Office  for  adminiftering  Extreme  Unftion  in  the 
ancient  Sarum  Manual.  It  is,  in  faft,  the  reformed  order  for 
adminiftering  the  Unction  with  the  form  for  the  rite  itfelf 
omitted.  Even  if  for  fome  time  the  revival  of  its  ufe  may  not 
be  generally  pradlicable,  its  infertion   here  in  a  book  eafily  ob- 
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tained  (for  hitherto  it  has  not  been  accefTible),  will  ferve  to  give 
the  laity  the  fpirit  and  key-note  of  the  Service  and  make  the 
whole  Office  intelligible. 

There  is,  doubtlefs,  a  growing  defire  among  us  for  the 
reftoration  of  this  Sacramental  rite.  It  has  been  loft  to  us  fo 
long,  that  now  it  is  difficult  to  eftimate  its  value  or  the  greatnefs 
of  our  lofs.  Although  withdrawn  from  our  legalized  public 
formularies,  by  analogy,  much  can  be  urged  for  its  reftoration, 
e.g.  it  is  not  long  fince  the  State  refufed  to  give  its  civil  fanc- 
tion  to  proclaim  a  faft  or  day  of  humiliation  for  the  Cattle 
Plague.  A  prayer  was  given  on  the  Archbiftiop's  fole  authority 
to  the  Church,  and  the  Biftiops,  each  in  his  own  Diocefe,  recom- 
mended a  day  to  be  fet  apart,  which  was  cheerfully  complied 
with,  and  in  moft  parts  of  the  country  the  churches  were  filled 
with  devout  congregations.  Of  courfe  this  was  not  obligatory 
on  any  clergyman ;  its  non-obfervance  was  fimply  not  penal. 
Again,  a  demand  was  made  for  a  fervice  for  Harveft  Thankf- 
giving  a  few  years  fince,  and  this  was  fupplied  by  Ecclefiaftical 
authority  and  is  largely  ufed  in  whole  or  in  part  in  many 
parifhes,  although  the  confent  of  the  State  is  withheld.^  The 
Church  has,  the  Realm  has  noty  received  it.  The  fign  of  the 
Crofs  was  far  from  being  difufed  two  centuries  ago,  although  it 
was  all  but  difcontinued  in  the  cold  Georgian  era.  The  fame 
may  be  faid   of  the  Epifcopal  benedidion  with  laying  on  of 


1  Since  the  above  was  publifhed  in  the  firft  Edition,  the  State  has  given  legifla- 
tive  faniElion  to  the  principle  contended  for,  and  quafi-^\.dXt  authority  is  now  given 
to  occafional  fervices  iflued  by  the  Bifhops  for  particular  occafions,  provided  they 
are  confined  to  the  Bible  and  Prayer  Book.  This  praftically  reilrids  the  liberty 
it  was  intended  to  fandion,  e.g.  the  Harveft  Thankfgiving  Service,  fanftioned  by 
the  Convocation,  muft  neceflarily  be  curtailed  under  this  aft.  The  moft  recent 
additional  fervice  is  that  for  interceffion  for  miftions — here  diocefes  vary  in  the 
form  ufed.  When  "  Un6lion  "  has  been  reftored  by  clergy  and  laity,  the  Biftiops 
will  authorize  a  form  for  adminiftering  it. 
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hands;  alfo  the  confecration  of  veftments  and  Altar  vefTels.  It 
is  not  uncommon  now  for  Priefts  and  laymen  to  aik  the  Bifhop 
when  in  veftry  or  oratory,  &c.,  for  his  bleffing,  or  to  offer  and 
have  fet  apart  with  fpecial  form  the  veffels  for  the  Holy  Altar. 
There  is  only  traditionary  ufe  for  the  blefling  of  military 
ftandards,  blelhncr  and  laying  foundation-ftones,  and  the  confe- 
cration of  churches,  chapels,  and  churchyards,  which  differ  in 
form  (as  did  the  unreformed  Offices)  in  feveral  Diocefes.  Thefe 
are  all  fupplemental  to  the  legalized  forms  of  the  Prayer  Book. 
Again,  there  is  the  blelTing  of  the  marriage-ring,  the  nuptial 
benedidlion  with  laying  on  of  hands,  the  fign  of  the  Crofs  in 
the  Holy  Sacraments  of  the  Altar  and  Holy  Baptifm,  revived 
among  us  of  late  years,  as  alfo  has  been  the  facred  fign  in  Epif- 
copal  and  facerdotal  benedidions  at  the  Altar  over  the  whole 
congregation.  Euchariftic  hymns  and  anthems,  as  well  as 
hymns  for  the  various  feafons  of  the  Chriftian  year,  have  been 
largely  drawn  from  ancient  fources,  and  now  form  a  recognized 
part  of  public  worfhip  ;  as  alfo  do  proceflions  with  crofles  and 
banners  on  Feflivals  and  other  times,  as  Choral  Feftivals,  re- 
opening of  churches,  &c.  We  have  lived  to  fee  our  Bifliops 
giving  their  benedi6lions  at  the  launching  of  life-boats  in  their 
diocefes.  Or,  again,  paiTing  from  oratory  to  dormitory,  and 
thence  to  dining-hall,  and  fo  on  through  the  various  rooms  of 
fchools,  colleges,  hofpitals,  convents,  and  refuges  for  the  fallen, 
&c.,  giving  in  each  room  the  form  of  blefling  adapted  from 
ancient  ufe. 

And,  once  more,  there  has  been,  in  a  marvelloufly  fhort  fpace 
of  time,  the  public  and  Epifcopal  recognition  won  for  nuns,  and 
the  folemn  inverting  of  the  Mother  Superior  ot  feveral  commu- 
nities in  not  a  few  of  our  diocefes  by  the  Bifhop,  and  licenfing 
of  the  Holy  Sacrament  to  be  celebrated  in  the  convent  oratory, 
or  chapel.  And  laftly,  and  very  much  to  the  point,  there  has 
been  the  refloration  of  the  celebration  of  the  Blcffed  Sacrament 
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at  Weddings  and  the  Burial  of  the  Dead  (at  the  requeft  of 
thofe  concerned),  the  ordinance  of  ConfefTion  and  Private  Abfo- 
lution  revived,  even  if  the  ufe  ever  altogether — efpecially  the 
laft — died  out.  But  it  muft  be  remembered,  common  as  thefe 
fadls  are  now,  the  injundions  as  to  the  celebration  of  the  Sacra- 
ment at  weddings  and  funerals,  and  the  command,  *^  the  fame 
form  JJiall  be  ujed  in  all  cafes  of  private  Confeffwn"  have  been 
withdrawn  from  the  Prayer  Book,  as  the  form  for  Undion  was/ 
As  the  three  former  have  all  been  brought  largely  to  be  again 
ufed  and  valued,  why  may  we  not  look  for  a  like  fpeedy  restora- 
tion of  the  Sacramental  Rite  of  Unftion  among  us  after  the 
practical  and  touching  form  here  given  from  the  firft  Prayer 
Book  of  1549?  If  the  faithful  laity  demand  it,  all  difficulties 
will  vanifh  "  like  the  morning  cloud  fpread  upon  the  mountain." 
Priefts  will  then  no  longer,  as  now,  have  to  pafs  by  their  own 
Diocefan  and  apply,  through  a  brother  Prieft  or  Chaplain  of  a 
religious  houfe,  and  fo  indire6lly  to  a  neighbouring  Bifhop  for 
the  hallowing  of  the  facred  Unguent,  or  the  confecration  of  a 
portable  Altar  on  which  to  minifter  before  God  on  behalf  of 
their  fick  parifhioners. 

One  word  in  conclufion  as  to  the  excifion  from  our  legal 
Office  of  the  form  for  adminiftering  Undlion.  It  is  well  known 
by  moft  of  the  Clergy  and  educated  laity  that  it  was  chiefly  at 
the  inftigation  of  the  German  Proteftant,  Bucer,  that  it  was 
withdrawn  as  of  legal  obligation.  He  vigoroufly  inveighed 
againft  this  and  other  Catholic  elements  contained  in  our 
Prayer  Book,  In  the  elimination  of  fome  he  was  only  too 
fuccefsful,  but  in  a  vaft  deal  his  wifhes  were  happily  fruftrated. 

The  Prayer  Book  of  1 549,  containing  this  form  for  anoint- 

'  "  The  new-married  perfons,  the  fame  day  of  their  marriage,  mull  receive  the 
Holy  Communion  "  was  withdrawn  in  1661.  The  mind  of  the  Church  was  un- 
altered (vide  prefent  rubric  at  end  of  Marriage  Service)  for  thofe  who  were  fit 
and  defirous  for  a  Celebration  of  the  Holy  Communion. 
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ing  the  fick,  was  declared  to  be  a  "  very  godly  order  ;"  and 
Edward's  fecond  A6t  of  Uniformity,  Stat.  5  and  6  Edward  VI., 
c.  I ,  declared  it  had  "  contained  nothing  but  what  was  agree- 
able to  the  Word  of  God  and  the  Primitive  Church,"  and  that 
"  fuch  doubts  as  had  been  raifed  in  the  ufe  and  exercife  thereof 
proceeded  rather  from  the  curiofity  of  the  minifter  and  mif- 
takers  than  of  any  other  worthy  caufe;"  and  the  very  Divines 
who  weakly  gave  in  to  this  foreign  prefTure  evidently  preferred 
and  were  quite  fatisfied  with  the  firft  Book.  They  ftate  "  they 
had  no  intention  of  condemning  the  do6trines  of  the  former 
book,"  which  book  elfewhere  was  faid  to  be  "  prepared  with 
the  help  of  the  Holy  Ghoft." 

It  refts,  then,  with  the  loyal  priefts  and  faithful  laity  to  fay 
whether  the  devout  members  of  our  Church  fhall  any  longer 
be  denied  this  confolatory  and  Sacramental  rite.  To  this  Pente- 
coftal  *'  gift  received  for  men,"  our  fick  folk,  alas  !  are  ftrangers 
Let  us  hope  foon  again  the  Hymn  to  the  Paraclete  will  be  fung 
with  a  fuller  meaning  than  at  prefent.

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As  for  the  once  popular  Proteftant  tradition  that  this  form  was 
condemned  by  the  25th  Article,  as  a  "  corrupt  following  of  the 
Apoftles,"  it  is  now  well-nigh  exploded.  That  part  of  the 
Article  is  a  gentle  cenfure  upon  the  rite  of  Undion  as  then 
commonly  miniftered  only  in  extremis^  when  all  hope  of  pro- 
longed life  was  over.  As  alfo,  probably,  in  view  of  the  remark- 
able fuperftition  that  prevailed  fo  widely  in  the  middle  ages,  i.e. 
that  when  the  rite  had  been  adminiftered  all  earthly  ties  were 
fevered, — that  it  was  not  proper  to  partake  again  of  nourifh- 
ment,  much  lefs  that  matrimonial  intercourfe  fhould  again  take 
place.  No  wonder  that  this  rite  was  put  oft  until  the  fick 
perfon  was  all  but  in  articulo  mortis.  As  the  laft  Viaticum  and 
extreme  Un6lion  were  generally  adminiftered  the  one  immedi- 
ately after  the  other  at  that  time,  may  not  this  account  for  the 
tradition  which  ftill  holds  its  place  firmly  in  the  minds  of  the 
majority  of  our  wide  rural  diftrifts,  and  not  unfrequently  to  be 
met  with  even  in  well-tended  town  parifhes,  where  perfons  avoid 
the  Holy  Sacrament  during  a  whole  lifetime,  but  at  the  felici- 
tation of  friends,  when  all  hope  is  over,  acquiefce  in  the  requefl 
that  the  Priefl  fhould  be  fummoned  "  to  give  the  Sacrament," 
and  probably  about  the  fame  time,  juft  before,  or  juft  after,  the 
fignature  is  attached  to  the  will,  both  being  underftood  as  the 
decent  and  fitting  prelude  to  death  ? 

The  prefent  Weftern  mode  of  adminiflering  the  rite  of  Unc- 
tion cannot  be  traced,  fays  Mafkell  ("  Mon.  Rit."  i.  pp.  83  and 
feq.),  to  an  earlier  date  than  the  1 2th  century,  whereas  the  form 
compiled  and  given  in  1549  in  Edward's  Firft  Prayer  Book  is 
bafed  on  the  earliefl  precedents,  while,  at  the  fame  time,  not 
altogether  excluding  thofe  of  more  recent  ufe,  and  then  familiar 
to  the  people.  Of  the  form  of  1549  it  may  truly  be  faid,  *'  As 
being  very  agreeable  to  the  Word  of  God  and  Primitive  truth." 
Why  fhould  we  Priefls  and  laity  fubmit  any  longer  to  be  de- 
prived of  our  rightful  heritage  } 
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Many  Priefts,  members  of  religious  houfes  and  their  aflb- 
ciates,  and  probably  not  a  few  of  our  religious  Guilds  and 
fraternities  would,  in  all  likelihood,  prefer  the  "  Sarum  Ufe  "  in 
its  entirety,  partly  for  affociations'  fake,  as  well  as  for  the 
identity  of  cullom  prevailing  in  other  branches  of  the  Church, 
and  with  fuch  feelings  the  writer  fympathizes,  and  in  the  abfence 
of  any  prefcribed  and  authorized  form,  there  feems  no  reafon 
why  this  might  not  obtain  among  fuch,  or  poflibly  an  adapta- 
tion founded  upon  it,  or  the  Weftern  rite,  by  each  Epifcopal 
Vifitor  of  fuch  houfes. 

At  the  fame  time,  the  writer  believes  that  a  real  practical 
want  was  attempted  to  be  fupplied  in  the  Edwardian  form  of 
I  <:49  as  here  given.  The  effence  of  the  rite  was  retained, 
although,  as  in  the  two  great  Sacraments,  and  the  lefler  Sacra- 
mental rites,  it  was  fhorn  of  many  of  its  concomitants.  A 
Prieft  engaged  in  pradical  parochial  work  has  only  to  imagine 
himfelf  by  the  bedfide  of  a  fairly  inftru6led  and  average  member 
of  the  Church,  with  the  Edwardian,  the  Sarum,  and  the  VVeftern 
rites  before  him,  and  he  will  not  be  long  in  doubt  as  to  which 
type  of  '^ufe"  will  probably  again  obtain  in  England  and  the 
Churches  of  her  Communion.  Let  him  open  the  Baptifmal 
Service;  nothing  can  be  plainer  than  the  injunction  for  im- 
merfion  in  baptifm, — affufion  would  feem  only  to  be  tolerated 
as  the  exceptional  ufe.  The  praftical  analogy  hardly  needs  a 
word  of  comment.  To  attempt  in  the  prefent  day  to  enforce 
immerfion — notwithftanding  the  difficulty  of  eftablifliing  a  Scrip- 
tural precedent  for  our  prefent  pra6lice — would  be  as  futile  as 
the  hope  of  reftoring  to  general  ufe  the  fevenfold  anointing  of 
the  fick.  The  Prieit's  place  in  the  family  is  altogether  different 
with  us  to  the  place  he  occupies  with  others  where  this  rite  has 
never  ceafed  to  be  adminiftered. 

To  fum  up,   then,   that  which   may  be  principally   urged  in 
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defence  of  the  ufe  of  the  Sacramental  rite  of  Un6lion.  Certain 
things  were  fet  forth  by  the  authority  of  the  Church  and  State 
in  the  firft  Prayer  Book  of  Edward  VI.,  of  1549,  the  chief  of 
which  are  enumerated  below.  They  were  fubfequently  in  the 
fecond  Prayer  Book  withdrawn,  much  apparently  againft  the 
wifh  of  thofe  who  compiled  the  firft  book,  and  only  in  deference 
to  the  influence  of  the  foreign  leaven  which  had  gained  fome 
footing  in  the  land.  But  in  withdrawing  them  henceforth  from 
the  legal  compa6l  thofe  remarkable  words  before  quoted  were 
ufed  by  our  own  Anghcan  Divines  and  ftatefmen.  In  confe- 
quence,  fome  of  the  withdrawn  portions  continued  to  be  ufed, 
and  ftill  continue  to  be  of  general  obfervance.  Some  have, 
again,  been  largely  revived  and  reftored  to  every-day  practice 
and  obfervance  within  our  memory  ;  but  the  Sacramental  rite 
of  Undion,  in  confequence  of  the  Puritan  irruption  into  our 
Church,  has  been  well-nigh  blotted  out  of  memory,  and  extem- 
pore prayers  foifted  into  its  place. 

The  following  are  the  principal  obfervances,  &c.,  with- 
drawn : — 

T.  Holy  Communion  at  Funerals.  (San(5lioned  in  the  Latin 
book  of  1560.      Now  again  not  uncommon.) 

2.  Holy  Communion  at  Weddings;  until  1661  forming  part 
of  the  Marriage  Office.     (Largely  revived.) 

3  Rubric  ordering  Abfolution  in  the  Vifitation  of  the  Sick 
Office,  "  to  ferve  in  all  cafes  of  private  Confeffion."  (Continued 
to  be  ufed  from  the  Reformation  to  the  prefent  day.) 

4.  Gloria  before  announcement  of  Gofpel,  and  Thanks  at  its 
conclufion.     (Never  difcontinued.) 

5.  Mixed  chalice.  (Never  altogether  difcontinued;  two 
flagons  or  cruets  provided  in  moft  churches   now.)     Declared 
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legal  if  mixed  after  ancient  cuftom  before  and  not  during  the 
fervicc,  by  Court  of  Arches. 

6.  Singing  the  Litany  from  a  faldftool.  (Kept  up  in  moft 
large  churches,  and  revived  in  many  churches  during  the  laft 
quarter  of  a  century.) 

7.  Sign  of  Crofs  twice  in  Prayer  of  Confecration  in  the  Holy 
Eucharift.  (Never  probably  difcontinued  altogether.  Common 
now  ;  as  is  the  fign  of  the  Crofs  in  blefling  the  water  of  the 
Font.)  Edwardian  ufe  withdrawn  ancient  order  prevails.  Vide 
Bifhop  Cofcns,  Preface,  page  62. 

8.  More  definite  form  of  prayer  for  the  departed  than  at 
prefent  publicly  ufed.  (Continued  by  many  of  our  great 
Divines  in  publifhed  manuals  of  Devotion,  &c.,  and  authorized 
by  the  Judge  of  the  Court  of  the  Archbifhop.) 


9.  Prieft  commencing  Nicene  Creed, 

and 

10.  Gloria  in  Excelfis. 


(Never  abandoned  in 
cathedrals.) 


11.  An  Elevation  of  the  Chalice,  &c.  (Forbidden  in  1549; 
prohibition  withdrawn  in  fecond  book.  Ancient  cuftom  pro- 
hibited for  a  fhort  time  only.  To  forbid  it  now  altogether 
would  be  to  re-enad  a  penal  ftatute  withdrawn  300  years  ago.) 
The  lifting  up  and  fhowing  to  the  people  for  adoration  was 
forbidden  by  the  judgment  of  Sir  R.  PhilHmore,  the  lifting  up 
and  prefentation  as  before  God  not  difallowed. 

12.  The  ufe  of  a  ledtern  for  the  Leflbns  has  only  cuftom  to 
authorize  it. 

Not  one  of  thefe  were  condemned  or  prohibited.  Quite  the 
reverfe,  as  the  famous  quotations  from  the  Ad  of  Uniformity 
ftiow,  which  Ad  rcfcindcd  them  as  of  legal  obligation.  It  was 
for  greater   comprchenfivencfs    they  were   withdrawn.      h\  the 
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cafe  of  prayers  for  the  dead,  Sir  Herbert  Jenner  Fuft,  in  his 
famous  judgment,  clearly  laid  it  down  that  that  do6lrine  was 
far  from  being  condemned,  although  certain  very  definite  public 
prayers  were  no  longer  provided.  It  was  not  prohibited,  but  to 
be  ufed  according  to  the  dictates  of  individual  confciences.  And, 
as  a  matter  of  fad,  it  has  followed  in  confequence,  that,  both  in 
our  churches,  cemeteries,  and  churchyards,  prayers  for  the 
departed  are  now  common  on  memorials,  and  in  our  books  of 
devotion  prayers  for  the  departed  are  again  without  cenfure  fet 
forth,  as  alfo  are  requiems  and  hymns  ufed  at  the  burial  of  the 
dead.  Much  befides,  it  has  been  fhown,  has  been  adopted  by 
Bifhops  and  Divines  for  pradlical  ufe  from  the  Pontificale  as 
need  required. 

Let  us  fuppofe  an  analogous  cafe  to  the  withdrawing  of  the 
form  of  Undtion  in  1549  in  the  prefent  day.  Suppofing  the 
Prefbyterians  of  Scotland  and  the  Wefleyans  of  this  country 
were  to  make  known  their  wifhes  to  be  reconciled  to  and  to  be 
comprehended  in  the  Church  of  this  country ;  but  that  the 
Wefleyans  preferred  public  confeflion  in  clafs  meetings,  for 
which  even  monaftic  precedents  might  be  quoted,  to  the  more 
private  difcipline  of  the  Catholic  Church  as  generally  exercifed, 
and  the  Scotch  Prefl^yterians  objeded  to  the  enforced  ufe  of 
private  Communion  and  Infant  Baptifm  in  houfes  ;  and  that  for 
the  comprehenfion  of  thefe  two  feils  the  Church  in  her  charity 
were,  through  her  provincial  Synods,  to  withdraw  thefe  forms 
from  the  public  Offices  of  the  Church,  and  the  State  were  to 
fan6lion  the  compact,  but  in  doing  fo  were  to  ufe,  as  not  un- 
likely they  would,  thofe  moft  remarkable  expreffions  quoted 
and  twice  before  referred  to,  /.  e.  "  That  the  dodlrine  of  the 
prefent  book  was  not  condemned,  and  that  it  was  a  very  Godly 
order,  and  in  agreement  with  God's  Word  and  Primitive 
truth,"  &c.  Would  any  average  clergyman,  of  any  fchool  of 
thought,  now  holding  a  benefice  or  curacy,  think  for  one  mo-

ment  he  was  a6ling  difloyally  to  the  Church  of  which  he  was  a 
mniifter,  and  as  a  prieft  of  the  Catholic  Church,  if,  when  Tent 
for  by  a  parifhioner,  he  at  once  readily  baptized  the  fick 
children,  gave  the  laft  Viaticum  to  the  dying,  and  (if  a  Catholic) 
abfolved  and  blefled  the  penitent?  If  any  objedled,  furely  the 
anfvver  would  be,  you  are  not  now  obliged  to  adminifter  or 
receive  thefe;  ay,  even  if  in  the  cafe  of  an  Ultra  Puritan 
refufing  to  baptize  or  adminifter  Holy  Communion,  would  not 
Priefts  of  the  Catholic  fchool  feel  bound  in  charity  "  to  fupply 
this  lack  of  fervice"  of  a  neighbouring  incumbent,  even  as  they 
do  now  in  the  cafe  of  the  miniftry  of  reconciliation?  "  What 
could  any  of  our  Bifnops  fay  ?  Surely  nothing  but  words  of 
commendation  for  zeal  and  charity.  It  would  be  years  even 
before  men  of  the  moft  Genevan  proclivities  would  venture  to 
brave  the  upbraidings  of  their  parifhioners  by  refufing  to  bap- 
tize and  adminifter  the  Sacraments,  even  although  the  minifter 
could  not  be  penally  proceeded  againft,  as  he  could  for  refufing 
to  bury  or  marry  thofe  now  entitled  to  thefe  rites.  The  valt 
body  of  the  Clergy  would  doubtlefs  purfue  their  beaten  round 
of  duty  as  at  prefent.  Nay  !  would  not  the  diligent  among 
them  preach  more  fully  and  earneftly  the  need  of  thefe,  and 
explain  the  policy  which  no  longer  enforced  them  with  civil 
penalties,  and  would  probably  clothe  the  externals  of  thefe 
Offices  with  even  greater  dignity  ?  Apply  this  argument  in  the 
fame  way  to  the  withdrawn  form  for  Undlion,  and  feeming 
difficulties  vanifti  as  to  the  A6t  of  Uniformity. 

Suppofmg,  then,  on  a  given  Sunday — fay  next  Whit  Sunday 
—  the  miffion  of  the  Comforter  were  made  the  univerfal  topic  in 
every  Catholic  pulpit,  with  fpecial  reference  to  the  all  but  loft 
rite  of  Un6lion  in  ferious  cafes  of  ficknefs,  and  the  laity  in  re- 
fponfc  were  to  afk  for  the  reftoration  of  this  means  of  grace  once 
more  among  us.  Is  there  a  doubt  that  it,  like  fo  much  that  has 
been  under  a  cloud  for  a  time  in  days  of  coldnefs,  confufion,  and 
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diftrefs,  would  foon  be  acquiefced  in  and  regulated  by  our  Bifhops 
and  fpiritual  fathers,  although  it  would  probably  never  again 
become  (becaufe  not  defirable)  as  of  legal  obligation,  but  like 
procefTions,  confecration  of  churches,  and  laying  foundation- 
ftones,  recognition  of  Sifterhoods,  and  inverting  the  Mother 
Superior,  and  the  recent  Harveft  Home  Service  prepared  by 
Convocation,  or  the  Cattle  Plague  prayer  by  the  Archbifhop,  it 
would  have  ecclefiaftical  fan6lion  only. 

The  writer  has  yet  to  meet  with  the  Prieft  who,  with  Chinefe 
exadnefs,  when  fummoned  to  the  fick-chamber,  proceeds  with- 
out variation,  omiffion,  or  addition,  through  the  Office  for  the 
Vifitation  of  the  Sick.  This  Office,  beautiful  as  it  is,  and  loyally 
to  be  ufed,  is  confefTedly  unequal  to  many  emergencies  and 
neceffities  that  daily  arife  ;  elfe  what  mean  all  thofe  many  forms 
of  prayer  and  bleffing  ufed  and  bequeathed  to  us  by  our  great 
Divines  ?  and,  again,  the  many  fpecial  offices  in  the  *'  Prieft's 
Prayer  Book  "  and  "  Vifitatio  Infirmorum,"  manuals  in  daily  ufe 
by  the  clergy  ?  The  Vifitation  Service  itfelf,  indeed,  contem- 
plates in  two  rubrics,  at  leaft  a  variation  from  the  form  given.' 
It  has  been  the  univerfal  cuftom  fo  to  vary  it  in  years  pad,  and 
it  will  be  fo  varied,  without  doubt,  for  the  future. 

To  take  the  loweft  ground,  furely  then,  it  may  be  contended, 
that  of  all  fupplemental  forms  ufed  in  the  fick-chamber  the  one 
provided  for  the  Unftion  of  the  Sick  fhould,  at  leaft,  occupy  a 
prominent  place, — a  form  fo  authoritatively  given,  fo  reludantly 
withdrawn  under  the  preflure  of  foreign  Proteftant  influence  in 
times  of  ftrife  and  controverfy.  With  the  marvellous  yearning 
that  has  been  awakened  for  union  of  late  years,  and  with  the 
daily  growing  familiarity  of  our  people  with  the  cuftoms  and 
privileges  of  other  branches  of  the  Church,  and  bafed  as  this 
particular  is  on  a  plain  Scriptural  command,  it  is  not  a  matter 
that  will  much  longer  bear  ftifling  in  the  manner  it  has  been.

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It  is  a  fore  fpot  and  blot  on  our  Church  that  mud  be  treated 
tenderly,  but  honeftly  and  boldly.  Surely  the  Quaker  fedarian 
is  the  more  confiftent  who  rejedls  all  Sacraments  as  only  of  tem- 
porary appointment,  than  he  who  accepts  the  Sacramental  fyftem  of 
the  Church,  and  yet  fhuns  or  exphuns  away  this  Sacramental  rite. 

What  is  there  to  be  urged  from  Holy  Scripture  for  marriages 
to  be  celebrated  by  a  Prieft,  or  the  Sacrament  of  Baptlfm  to  be 
adminiftered  to  Infants,  or  Baptlfm  itfelf  by  effufion,  compared 
with  the  plain  command  in  the  Epiftie  of  S.  James,  or  of  the 
example  of  the  Apoflles,  and  fince  then  the  pradlice  of  the  whole 
Church,  including  our  own,  till  the  fixteenth  century  in  this 
matter  of  Un6tion  r  What  fatlsfactory  reply  could  an  Anglican 
Prieft  give  to  a  devout  layman  if,  after  kneeling  by  his  bedfide, 
and  reciting  a  few  coUeds,  a  prayer  or  two  from  the  Vifitation 
Service,  reading  a  leftlon,  and  poftlbly  offering  an  extempore 
fupplicatlon  adapted  to  the  needs  of  the  moment,  if  on  rifing 
from  his  knees  he  were  requefted  to  comply  with  the  Apoftle's 
injun6lion,  and,  as  "an  elder  of  the  Church,"  to  anoint  him  with 
oil,  in  the  name  of  the  Lord?  He  could  not  fay,  "  We  know 
no  fuch  cuftom,  *  neither  the  Churches  of  God.'  "  Having  fwal- 
lowed  fo  often  his  camel  of  inconfiftency,  he  could  hardly  ftrain 
at  this  and  plead  the  A6t  of  Uniformity.  If  all  the  fupplc- 
mentary  words  and  forms  enumerated  and  commonly  ufed  were 
wrong,  to  add  another  would  not  make  them  and  it  right,  Is  too 
plain  an  axiom  to  dwell  upon  ;  but  it  is  contended  this  Is  not  fo, 
but  fimply  the  extenfion  of  an  accepted  principle,  held  and 
pradlfed  by  all  fchools  of  thought  within  our  Church,  from  the 
Primate  to  the  humblcft  peafant  Prieft. 

The  writer,  in  conclufion.  Is  glad  to  be  able  to  quote  fo  de- 
fervedly  trufted  an  authority  as  the  late  Margaret  Profeflbr  of 
Divinity  at  Cambridge,  Rev.  J.  J.  Blunt.  In  his  "  Duties  of 
the  Parlfti  Prieft,"  page  224,  he  ftiows  that  the  hcence  contended 
for   is   fubftantially   allowed  the  Parifli  Clergyman,  and  quotes 


Canon  Ixvli,  that  he  may  adl  as  he  thinks  "  moft  needful  and  con- 
venient "  in  adminiftering  thefe  offices  for  the  fick,  advifes,  page 
227,  ''that  in  the  intimate  and  confidential  intercourfe  which 
the  Prieft  fhould  feek  at  once  to  eftablifh,  he  fhould,  during  the 
firft  few  vifits,  fee  the  fick  perfon  alone,  a  third  perfon  prefent 
would  only  embarrafs,"  and  concludes  this  chapter,  enforcing 
moft  ftrongly  on  the  Parifh  Faftor  "  to  treafure  up  any  prayers 
he  may  meet  with  in  the  courfe  of  his  ftudies,  fuch  as  Ancient 
Liturgies  and  Sacr anient aries  (a  moft  pregnant  mine),  or  the 
devotions  of  worthies  of  the  Church  may  fupply."  Among 
fuch  the  prefent  writer  would  fpecially  recommend  to  notice, 
under  this  head,  the  firft  and  clofing  prayers  in  the  "  Sarum 
Office  for  the  Undion  of  the  Sick,"  as  alfo  the  final  Benedidion. 
A  wide  margin  of  difcretion  was  apparently  intended  to  be 
left  open  to  the  intelligent  parifli  prieft,  for  by  Canon  Ixvii. 
(1604)  he  is  diredted  : — 

"  When  any  perfon  is  dangeroufly  fick  in  any  parifti,  the  minifter  or 
curate  having  knowledge  thereof  fhall  refort  unto  him  or  her  (if  the 
difeafe  be  not  known  or  probably  fufpe6ted  to  be  infe£lious)  to  inftrucSt 
and  comfort  them  in  their  diftrefs  according  to  the  order  of  the 
Communion  book,  if  he  be  no  preacher  ;  or,  if  he  be  a  preacher,  then 
as  he  Jhall  think  moft  needful  and  convenient.^'' 

The  compiler  has  only  to  add,  he  would  be  glad  of  any  hints 
or  criticifms  that  would  make  the  book  more  ufeful,  bearing  in 
mind  that  its  aim  is  the  adminiftration  of  Church  Offices,  and 
not  a  manual  for  the  fick-room  for  general  purpofes,  like  thofe 
moft  admirable  and  ufeful  manuals,  "  The  Prieft's  Prayer 
Book"  and  "Vifitatio  Infirmorum." 

POSTSCRIPT. 

The  ftieets  of  this  little  work  had  pafled  through  the  prefs 
and  were  in  the  binder's  hands  fome  time  before  the  arguments 
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of  couiifcl  in  the  recent  ecclefiaftical  fuit  appeared  In  print,  or 
the  judgment  of  the  Arches  Court  was  delivered  by  Sir  Robert 
Phillimore.'  Preflure  of  work  has  delayed  its  publication.  The 
writer  is  thankful  to  find  that  his  remarks  in  the  foregoing  pre- 
face need  but  little  adaptation,  but  that  they  are  in  fubftantial 
harmony  with  the  learned  and  fearching  judgment  recently  de- 
livered. A  few  extra6ts  are  made  therefrom  which  bear  indiredlly 
(i)  upon  the  Rite  of  Undion,  and  (2)  the  ufe  of  the  Crofs  in 
the  Prayer  of  Confecration. 

It  has  been  argued  (fays  the  learned  judge)  on  the  one  fide  that  the 
legal  effe6t  of  exprefs  dire6lions  in  the  rubric  is  to  fhut  out  every  rite, 
ceremony,  utenfil,  or  ornament  which  is  not  the  fubjed!:  of  fuch  exprefs 
provifion,  or  by  neceflary  implication  diredtly  fubfidiary  to  it.  It  has 
been  argued,  on  the  other  fide,  that  every  ancient  Catholic  rite,  cere- 
mony, utenfil,  or  ornament  which  is  not  the  fubjedl  of  an  exprefs 
prohibition  is  lawful.  I  am  not  difpofed  to  alTent  to  either  of  thefe 
propofitions  in  their  full  latitude. 

I  believe  the  following  rules  to  be  well  founded  in  principle,  reafon, 
and  law,  and  I  fhall  endeavour  to  guide  myfelf  by  them  ;  namely,  that 
what  is  exprelTly  prohibited  is  prohibited  altogether,  and  may  not  be 
evaded  by  any  contrivance  which,  under  a  different  name  or  appear- 
ance, attains  the  fame  end  ;  that  whatever  is  exprefHy  ordered  may  not 
be  evaded  by  an  illufory  or  partial  compliance;  that  whatever  is  fub- 
fidiary to  what  is  ordered,  and  whatever  being  in  itfelf  decent  and 
proper  in  accordance  with  primitive  and  Catholic  ufe,  and  which  is  not 
by  any  fair  conftru6tion  necefl'arily  conne6ted  with  thofe  Roman 
novelties  which  the  Church  "  cut  away  and  clean  rejedled  "  (to  ufe  the 
language  of  the  Prayer  Book)  at  the  Reformation,  is,  under  reftridtions 
to  be  mentioned,  lawful. 

There  are,  in  other  words,  three  categories  of  thefe  things: — 

(1)  Things  lawful  and  ordered. 

(2)  Things  unlawful  and  prohibited.

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(3)  Things  neither  ordered  nor  prohibited  expreffly,  or  by  im- 
plication, but  the  doing  or  ufe  of  which  muft  be  governed 
by  the  living  difcretion  of  fome  perfon  in  authority. 

His  Lordfhip  faid,  there  is,  therefore,  a  common  law  of  the  Church 
which  runs  by  the  fide  of  the  ftatute  law,  and  which  muft  affift  in  the 
conftru61:ion  of  it. 

In  this  fame  fpirit,  ufages  not  prefcribed  by  the  Prayer  Book  during 
the  fervice  have  been  allowed — fuch  as  (i)  turning  to  the  eaft  while 
the  Creeds  are  read  ;  (2)  the  "  Glory  be  to  Thee,  O  Lord  "  before  the 
reading  of  the  Gospel,  and  the  expreflion  of  thanks  after  the  reading  of 
it ;  (3)  the  ufe  of  hymns — a  ufe,  perhaps,  not  only  not  ordered,  but 
contrary  to  the  order  of  the  Prayer  Book  ;  and  an  inscription  on  a  tomb- 
ftone  of  Pray  for  a  foul  of  a  departed  perfon  has  been,  by  exprefs 
judicial  decifion,  pronounced  not  to  be  *' contrary  to  the  articles, 
canons,  conftitutions,  do6trine,  and  difcipline  of  the  Church."  (Breeks 
V.  Woolfrey,  i  Curties  Rep.,  880.) 

It  feemed  never  to  have  entered  the  Reformers'  minds,  as  the 
writer  trufts  he  has  fhown,  to  "cut  away  and  clean  rejedl  "  a 
Sacramental  Rite  of  the  Catholic  Church  as  they  did  the  me- 
diasval  cuftom  of  creeping  to  the  crofs,  &c.  The  writer  would 
reft  the  legal  right  to  ufe  fome  form  of  Un6lion  on  the  decifion 
given  in  the  foregoing  cafe  of  prayers  for  the  dead,  which  have 
been  pronounced  not  to  be  '^  contrary  to  the  articles,  canons, 
conftitution,  dodlrine,  and  difcipline  of  the  Church,"  although 
no  fpecial  form  of  prayer  is  given  for  this  purpofe,  as  of  old, 
in  the  Liturgy.  One  word  in  conclufion  as  to  the  ufe  of  the 
(ign  of  the  Crofs  in  the  Canon.  The  judgment  is  again  here 
quoted  : — 

The  Prayer  Book  of  Edward  VI.  contains  only  one  prohibition,  the 
Elevation  of  the  blefled  Sacrament ;  but  it  contains  various  dire6tions 
refpe6ling  the  articles  to  be  ufed  in  the  adminiftration  of  the  Holy 
Communion.  It  has  been  pointed  out  that  the  enumeration  of  thefe 
articles  could  not  be  exhauftive,  inafmuch  as  the  indifpenfable  article  of 
*'  a  fair  linen  cloth  "  is  omitted  from  it. 


The  argument  is,  I  think,  valid  ;  the  officiating  prieft  muft  have 
fupplied  this  article,  and  the  Legiflature  muft  have  intended  him  to 
fupply  it. 

He  muft  have  looked  to  an  unwritten  ufe,  the  foundation  of  a  common 
law  for  the  Church  not  lefs  than  for  the  State. 

Juft  as    much   as  it  muft   have  been  intended  by  the  rubric  in  our 
prefent  Prayer  Book;  "The  prieft  fhall  then  place  upon  the  table  fo 
much  bread  and  wine  as  he  ftiall  think  fufficient,"  that  there  fhould  be 
a  table  or  place  from  which  the  elements  fhould  be  then  brought ;  and 
therefore  the  Judicial  Committee  of  the   Privy  Counfel,  reverfing  the 
fentence  of  the  Confiftory  of  London  and  the  Court  of  Arches,  decided 
that  the  Credence  Table,  which  fupplied  this  want,  was  a  lawful  orna- 
ment.    Thofe  who  compiled  the  firft  Prayer  Book  of  Edward  VI.  were 
not  inventing  a  ritual  for  the  firft  time,  but  were  conftru6ting  one  from 
the  various  fervice  books,  fome  Englifti  and  fome  foreign,  which   they 
had  before  them.      This  ritual  was  to  be  placed  in  the  hands  of  perfons 
converfant  with  the  older  fervice  books  ;  and  it  feems  highly  unreafonable  to 
fuppoje  that  it  was   not  competent    to  the  prieji  to  fupply  any  accidental 
omijjion  in  the  new  ritual  by  a  reference  to  the  previoufy  exifiing  ufage  and 
practice.     In  the  fame  way,  in  the  Sarum  MifTal  no  mention  is  found 
of  the  two  lights  to  be  placed  upon  the  altar,  but  there  is  no  doubt 
that  the  conftitution  which  ordered  thofe  two  lights  was  legally  binding 
upon,  and   muft  have  been  a  part  of  the   furniture  of,  thofe  churches 
which  adopted  the  ufe  of  Sarum,  at  leaft  in  the  province  of  Canterbury. 

Another  illuftration  is  furnijhed  by  the  very  remarkable  faSi  that   the 

fecond  Prayer  Book  of  Edward  VI.  omitted  all  reference  to  the  manual  aSiSy 

ordered  in  the  firjl  and  laji  Prayer  Book^  attending  the  confecration  of  the 

Holy  Elements ;  and  that  during  the  whole  period  luhich  elapfed  between 

the  date  of  the  fecond  Prayer  Book  in  1552  and  that  of  the  prefent  Prayer 

book  in  1 66 1,  the  officiating priejl  was  left  without  any  dire£iion  upon  this 

fuhjcSi  in  the  Prayer  Book  which  he  zuas  to  ufe.     Now,  one  of  two  confe- 

quences  muji  follow :  either  the  cup  was  never  taken  in  the  hand.,  the  bread 

never  broken^  as  at  prefent^  or  thefe  manual  aSls  were  done  without  any 

fpecific  order  in  the   Prayer  Book,  as  a  matter  of  recognized  ufage  and 

cufotn.     No  proof  has  been  laid  before  me,  and  I  can  find  none,  as  to 

the  omiflion  of  thefe   neceftary  a6ls  during  a  period  of  more  than  a 
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century,  and  I  think  the  inference  that  they  muft  have  been  ftill  prac- 
tifed  is  reafonable  and  found. 

And  in  this  opinion  I  am  ftrengthened  byobferving  that  at  the  Savoy 
Conference  the  Diflenters  objedted,  "  that  the  manner  of  the  confe- 
crating  of  the  elements  is  not  here  "  (i.e.y  in  the  confecration  prayer) 
"  explicit  and  difl:in£t  enough,  and  minifter's  breaking  of  the  bread  is 
not  fo  much  as  mentioned."  The  bifhops  replied  by  conceding  that 
the  manner  of  confecrating  the  elements  be  made  more  explicit  and 
exprefs,  which  was  the  origin  of  our  prefent  rubric. — Cardwell,  Con- 
ferences, pp.  321,363. 

Juft  fufficient  diredlions  were  given  to  infure  a  valid  confe- 
cration and  guard  againft  irreverence  and  ignorance.  It  was 
hardly  to  be  fuppofed  after  the  fierce  contention  of  the  Puritans 
againft  the  ufe  of  the  fign  of  the  Crofs,  that  its  ufe,  which  had 
been  left  optional  from  1552  to  1661  in  the  Canon,  fhould  now 
be  made  of  legal  obligation.  This  would  indeed  have  been 
laying  a  burden  upon  them.  But  that  the  diredlions  given, 
although  unufually  explicit,  are  not  exhauftive  of  required  direc- 
tion, may  be  inferred  from  the  following  : — 

For  it  is  to  be  noted  that  no  dire6tions  are  given,  of  any  kind,  as  to 
the  preparation  of  either  fpecies  to  fit  it  for  altar  ufe.  The  breads 
muft  be  divifible  fomehow,  for  diftribution,  yet  there  is  not  a  hint  as  to 
whether  a  number  of  feparate  portions  are  to  be  placed  on  the  paten,  as 
in  the  Roman  Ufe,  or  a  fingle  loaf,  as  in  the  Greek  rite,  to  be  fubfe- 
quently  cut  as  required.  We  are  not  told  to  cut  the  breads,  nor  yet 
to  break  them  into  pieces  fuitable  for  the  communicants;  and,  as  the 
rubrics  are  thus  clearly  inadequate  and  vague  as  regards  one  kind,  it  is 
manifeftly  abfurd  to  aflume  that  they  are  complete  in  the  other  cafe. — 
Church  Times,  April  4th,  1868. 

The  learned  Judge  quotes  the  following,  which  feems  to  the 
writer  very  appoftte  in  regard  to  the  point  contended  for  : — 

"The  opinion  of  Bifhop  Cofin  (vol.  v.  p.  65,  ed.  1854),  ^  l^igh 
authority  upon  this  fubjecSl,  appears  to  me  found.      *  The  book,'  he 
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fays,  '  does  not  everywhere  enjoin  and  prefcribe  every  little  order 
that  fhould  be  faid  or  done,  but  takes  it  for  granted  that  people  are 
acquainted  with  fuch  common  ....  and  things  already  ufed  as  fuch. 
Let  the  Puritans,  therefore,  give  over  their  endlefs  cavils,  cmd  let 
ancient  cujhm  prevail^  the  thing  which  our  Church  chiefly  intended  in  the 
review  of  this  fervice.'  This  reafoning,  therefore,  brings  me  to  the 
conclufion,  that  from  the  mere  filence  of  the  rubric  a  pofitive  prohibi- 
tion cannot  in  all  cafes  be  inferred." 

Very  appofite  to  the  reftoration  of  the  all  but  loft  Rite  of 
Unftion  is  the  following  : — 

Perhaps  the  moll:  notable  modern  inftance  of  the  miniftering  of  an 
office  or  rite  for  which  the  Prayer  Book  provides  no  fpecial  form  is 
that  which  has  been  adopted  in  the  Diocefes  of  Canterbury,  Oxford, 
and  Gloucefter  and  Briftol,  /'.  1?.,  the  revival  of  one  of  the  minor  Orders, 
that  of  Reader  in  the  Church.^ 

Alfo  the  recent  form  for  bleffing  a  fhip  on  launching,  prepared  by  the 
Archbiihop  of  Canterbury.

^  The  form  of  admitting  Readers  to  their  office  according  to  the  ufe  of  the 
Diocefe  of  Oxford  and  Lincoln. 
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INLY  four  inftances  are  adduced  by  the  learned  Bingham 
as  precedents  for  the  confecration  of  the  Holy  Sacrament 
in  the  fick-room,  thus  fhowing  the  jealoufy  the  ancient 
Church  had  in  admitting  the  pra6lice.  Probably  if  the 
Holy  Sacrament  were  generally  referved  for  the  fick  in 
the  prefent  day,  without  moft  ftringent  canons  as  to  the  manner  and 
place,  where  It  fhould  be  referved,  and  the  mode  of  conveying  It  to 
the  fick,  much  greater  diftionour  would  be  done  It,  and  pain  given  to 
the  faithful  by  irreverence,  &c.,  than  can  poffibly  arife  by  reafon  of  the 
meannefs  and  lack  of  dignity  of  the  acceffories  fometimes  incident  to 
private  Celebrations. 

Even  in  1279,  Archbifhop  Peckham  found  it  neceflary  in  his  con- 
flitutions  to  ordain  there  fhould  be  *'  for  the  future  a  decent  enclofure 
for  the  moft  worthy  Sacrament  of  the  Eucharift,  ....  according  to 
the  greatnefs  of  the  cure  and  the  value  of  the  Church,  in  which  the 
Lord's  Body  may  be  laid,  not  in  a  purfe  or  bag^  but  in  a  fair  pyx,  lined 
with  the  whiteft  linen,  fo  that  It  may  be  put  in  and  taken  out  without 
hazard  of  breaking  It."  Very  little  care  and  reverence  could  be 
fecured  in  a  great  many  parifhes  at  the  prefent  day.  The  knowledge 
and  certainty  of  this  will,  in  a  great  meafure,  reconcile  us  to  the  lofs  of 
refervation  of  the  blefled  Sacrament. 

But  while  the  four  rare  inftances  adduced  will  ferve  as  a  precedent 
for  our  poft  Reformation  pra(Sl:ice,  they  will  furely  teach  us  the  great 
care  that  (hould  be  taken  that  all  fhould  be  done  "  decently  and  in 
order."     Vide  "  Bingham's  Antiquities,"  book  xv.  chap.  v.  10. 

The  firft  rubric  in  the  Office  for  Communion  of  the  Sick  ordains 
that  "  the  Curate^  having  a  convenient  place  in  the  fick  man^s  houfe^  with 
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all  things  necejjary  fo  prepared,  that  he  (the  Curate)  ?nay  reverently  7ntnijler, 
he  jhall  there  celebrate  the  Holy  Communion"  Therefore  the  Com- 
munion of  the  Sick  fhould  be  celebrated,  as  regards  altar  furniture  and 
ritual,  with  as  much  refemblance  as  poflible  to  the  fervice  in  Church. 
This  will  imprefs  the  identity  of  the  rite  on  the  fick. 

The  Prieft  fhould  carry  with  him  the  Veflels,  &c.,  and  would  do  well 
to  take  not  only  the  Wine,  but  alfo  the  Bread  and  the  Water.  He 
lliould  have  a  fpoon  with  which  to  communicate  the  fick,  in  cafe  of 
difficulty  of  fwallowing,  or  rifle  of  infe6tion.  Small  pocket  Communion 
plate  is  undefirable.  It  is  almoft  impoffible  for  a  very  infirm  perfon, 
in,  or  almoft  in,  a  reclining  pofture,  to  communicate  from  the  once 
common  and  toy-like  vefTels.  Moft  fuitable  and  convenient  vefl^els  for 
this  Office  can  be  had  of  Thomas  Pratt  and  Sons,  Taviftock  Street, 
Covent  Garden. 

As  the  fick  perfon  generally  cannot  "  meekly  kneel,"  as  ordered  in 
the  rubric  for  all  to  do  when  in  Church,  fo  it  may  not  be  advifable,  in 
cafes  of  great  weaknefs,  or  certainly  when  the  ufe  of  limbs  have  failed, 
or  are  palfied,  to  deliver  the  Sacrament  "  into  the  hand;"  but  rather 
place  it  in  the  mouth.  With  the  infirm,  the  chalice  ftiould  always  be 
guided  to  the  mouth.  If  poffible,  the  fick  perfon  fhould  be  propped 
up,  or  the  head  gently  raifed  by  the  Prieft  himfelf  with  one  hand.  In 
offering  the  chalice  the  Prieft  is  warned,  if  the  fick  man  be  unable  to 
raife  it  to  his  own  lips,  to  be  very  gentle,  and  withdraw  it  at  the  firft 
intimation  ;  in  confumptive  cafes  negledl  of  this  may  produce  violent 
coughing  and  diftrefs. 

The  plan  of  arrangement  of  room  given  will  bo  found  convenient. 
Friends  prefent,  if  not  otherwife  direcSled,  will  only  too  often  bury  their 
faces,  with  backs  to  each  other  and  to  the  Altar,  in  the  chairs  round 
the  room,  and  will  wrongly  rife  from  their  knees  and  fland  when  the 
Prieft  flands ;  and  caufe  confufion  to  themfelves  and  others  in  en- 
deavouring to  hunt  out  the  fervice  from  the  Prayer  Book — a  tafk  moft 
difficult  in  a  femi-darkened  room,  with  a  fmall  type  book — to  remedy 
which  is  one  of  the  chief  reafons  for  the  fetting  forth  this  fervice  in  large 
type,  with  notes,  &c. 

"  It  is  well  to  have  a  diftri6t  vifitor  or  other  fit  perfon  to  make  the 
refponfes,  who  might  alfo  be  inftrudted  to  prepare  the  fick-room  for  the 
Celebration."  ^     But  to  fave  all  confufion  and  diftra6tion,  if  a  Deacon, 

1  "Priell's  Prayer  Book  "  Mailers. 
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Sifter  of  Mercy,  Lay  Server,  or  diftri6l  vifitor  does  not  precede  the 
Prieft  to  prepare  the  room,  he  fhould,  if  pofTible,  give  dire6lions  as  to 
the  arrangement  of  the  room  and  Altar  himfelf  when  he  appoints  a  time 
to  attend,  fo  that  with  calmnefs  he  can  at  once  enter  the  houfe  or 
room,  give  the  benedidlion,  "  Peace  be  to  this  houfe,  and  all  who 
dwell  in  it,"  and,  without  converfation  or  falutation  "with  friends  by 
the  way,"  proceed  at  once  with  his  holy  miniftration. 

The  Wine  ufed  muft  really  be  of  the  juice  of  the  grape  (the  fruit 
of  the  vine " — S.  Matt.  xxvi.  29),  which,  it  is  again  repeated,  the 
Prieft  would  do  well  to  take  with  him.  If  he  omits  to  do  fo,  and  at 
the  houfe  is  tendered  for  this  purpofe  fuch  compounds  as  are  known  as 
"Britifh  Wines" — e.g.^  cowflip,  currant,  ginger, damfon,  elderberry, &c., 
he  muft  on  no  account  celebrate  the  Holy  Sacrament  with  thefe.  In 
an  extra6t  given  by  TVilkins  in  his  "Concilia,"  iii.  11,  of  a  fynod  of  the 
diocefe  of  Sodor  and  Man,  the  ancient  ufage  of  the  Church  is  em- 
bodied *'  Summopere  praecaventes  ....  quod  [Vinum  cum  quo  cele- 
bratur]  potius  fit  rubrum  quam  album.  In  albo  ta?nen  bene  conficitur 
facrum." 

A  round  table  placed  in  the  middle  of  the  room  fhould  moft  certainly 
be  efchewed,  and  a  table  or  cheft  placed  Altar-wife  againft  the  wall  be 
chofen.  Whatever  is  ufed,  dire6lions  (if  thought  neceflary)  fhould  be 
given  that  it  be  carefully  wiped  and  dufted,  and  the  beft  and  faireft 
cloth  the  houfehold  poflefles  laid  thereon;  upon  which  the  Prieft  will 
fpread  his  own  "  fair  linen  cloth,"  &c. 

Any  pi6tures  out  of  character  with  the  Office  fhould  be  removed 
from  the  wall  over  the  Altar,  or  turned  with  face  to  the  wall. 

The  elements  may  be  placed  conveniently  handy  on  the  cheft  or 
table  previous  to  "  oblation "  in  the  proper  place  on  the  confecrated 
Altar.  Small  fuper-Altars  of  ftone  or  marble,  with  the  cuftomary  five 
crofles  incifed,  will  be  moft  durable  and  convenient,  in  preference  to 
thin  flates.  Thefe  ftiould,  of  courfe,  be  confecrated  before  ufe  by  a 
Bifhop,  feveral  of  our  more  Catholic  Prelates  being  willing  now  to 
perform  the  a6l  of  Confecration.  In  a  town  parifli,  where  an  affiftant 
to  carry  a  box  or  bag  can  generally  be  had,  the  fize  of  flab  will  be 
found  convenient  as  given  in  ancient  precedents,  viz.,  12  in.  by  6  in., 
and  about  i  inch  thick.  In  wide  and  fcattered  rural  diftri6ts  fo  large 
a  flab  will  pradtically  be  found  moft  inconvenient,  by  reafon  of  weight 
and  rifk  of  breakage.     One  of  alabafter,  or  other  marble,  6  in.  by  4  in., 
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and  three  quarters  of  an  inch  thick,  will  be  found  convenient.  It  is 
fufficient  in  fize  if  the  chalice  and  paten  can  ftand  thereon.  A  ufeful 
arrangement  is  to  have  the  flab  made  to  fit  clofely  into  a  frame  of  carved 
oak  or  ebony,  or  mounted  in  precious  metal  and  jewelled,  the  flab 
being  inferted  about  an  eighth  of  an  inch  lower  than  the  rim  all  round 
the  mounting.  A  flat  lid,  covered  infide  with  velvet,  on  which  may 
be  fixed  a  crucifix  or  crofs,  forms,  when  opened,  an  edifying  and  efi^edt- 
ive  centre  to  the  Altar.  The  flab  thus  fet  will  be  far  lefs  liable  to 
break  if  by  accident  let  fall,  or  the  veftment  bag  brought  in  rough 
contadf  when  being  conveyed  to  the  fick  perfon's  houfe  :  violet  forms  a 
good  contraft  for  the  lining  if  the  crofs  or  crucifix  afl&xed  thereon  is  of 
lilver  or  ivory.  White  or  crimfon  lining  equally  fo  with  a  gold  or 
enamelled  crofs.' 

By  placing  the  chairs,  &c.,  as  in  frontifpiece,  thofe  prefent  will  all 
face  the  Altar.  The  chair  feat  will  form  a  fupport  in  kneeling  very 
neceflary  to  perfons  unaccuftomed  to  kneel  upright  on  plain  floor  boards. 
The  back  of  the  chairs  will  form  a  qiiafi  Altar  railing,  and  the  Prieft 
can  then  conveniently  move  about  the  room  to  communicate  the  fick 
and  others — an  aft  moft  difficult  to  do  when  perfons  are  kneeling  pro- 
mifcuoufly  about.  Further,  all  rifk  of  ftumbling  over  the  drelles  or 
perfons  in  a  femi-darkened  room  will  be  thus  avoided. 

If  time  allows,  it  will  be  found  convenient  to  fend  by  Deacon,  Sifter, 
or  Server,  or  to  leave,  two  or  three  copies  of  this  Service  Book  fome 
time  previous  to  the  hour  appointed  for  the  Fundtion:  the  fervice  can 
then  be  looked  over  by  the  fick  perfon,  and  the  friends  will  be  com- 
paratively converfant  with  it — which  to  molt  perfons  is  often  new,  or 
but  rarely  joined  in  more  than  once  or  twice  in  a  lifetime.  The  cele- 
bration fliould  always,  if  poffible,  take  place  in  the  morning,  and  the 
Prieft  be  falling. 

It  will  be  found  convenient  to  have  all  things  neceflfary  (fave  perhaps 
the  elements)  kept  ready  in  a  bag.  The  mellenger  who  fummons  the 
Prieft  then  could  often  carry  the  veftment  bag;  befides,  all  rilk  of  any- 
thing being  forgotten  would  thus  be  avoided, — a  rifk  to  which  all  are 
liable  who  have  everything  to  get  together  on  each  occafion  of  a  private 
celebration. 

'  Everything  that  can  be  wiflicd  in  this  way  are  now  to  be  had  in  a  mofl:  con- 
venient Communion  cafe  bag,  brought  out  by  Pratt  and  Co.,  Tavillock  Street. 
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An  alb,  or  furplice  of  fine  cambric,  lawn,  or  linen,  if  not  ftarched — 
which  they  never  (hould  be — will  go  in  a  very  fmall  compafs  j  as  alfo 
will  a  hood,  or  the  proper  veftment  and  ftole,  if  made  of  the  foft 
crimfon,  white,  or^  gold  brocaded  filk  from  China  and  the  Eaft,  fold  by 
Pratt  &  Sons.  It  was  from  a  like  material  that  moft  probably  the  full 
and  flowing  ancient  veftments  figured  in  fculpture  and  brailes  were 
made;  our  filks,  like  our  Chriflianity,  coming  via  Lyons  from  the  Eaft. 
Such  filks  will  not  be  injured  by  folding  and  preflure,  and  a  great 
advantage  is  they  will  wafh  without  the  colours  fading.  If  the  veft- 
ment ufed  for  private  miniftrations  is  alfo  ufed  in  Church,  the  em- 
broidery, which  fliould  be  rich  and  heavy,  on  velvet  and  canvas,  could 
eafily  be  made  to  take  oft'  and  on  when  the  veftment  required  waihing, 
&c.  For  Church  ufe  it  fhould  be  lined  with  the  ancient  "  Perfian  or 
Sarcenette,"  fo  often  mentioned  in  old  inventories,  the  folds  of  which 
will  fall  with  the  veftment.  Pratt  &  Co.  have  fome  veftments  in  linen, 
and  very  fuitable  for  this  purpofe.  They  are  embroidered  in  all  colours,  or 
plain  white,  go  in  a  fmall  compafs,  and  are  as  eafily  waftied  as  a  furplice. 

It  is  earneftly  fuggefted  that  private  celebrations  might  be  made 
more  edifying  and  blefied  as  a  means  of  grace  in  many  parifties  where 
circumftances  will  not  permit  at  prefent  a  Saint's  day  or  even  weekly 
celebration.  After  due  private  inftrudlion,  notice  might  be  given  to, 
fay,  four  or  five  of  the  more  earneft  and  devout  communicants  on  the 
Sunday  or  fome  day  previous,  of  the  intended  celebration  on  the  Saint's 
Day  or  during  the  week,  and  inviting  their  prefence  to  affift.  Would 
not  the  more  earneft  of  a  probably  increafing  band  of  communicants 
efteem  this  a  privilege  ?  Would  not  the  Prieft's  Office  "  be  more 
highly  efteemed,"  the  Holy  Sacrament  valued,  and  the  path  gradually 
prepared  for  a  "  more  excellent  way"  in  the  Church  itfelf?  A  ftiort 
printed  circular  for  fuch  notices  would  be  found  ufeful,  leaving  name, 
date,  and  place  to  fill  up.  Thefe  the  parifti  clerk,  or  other  fuitable 
perfon,  might  give  to  thofe  defignated.  They  need  not  be  invited  to 
communicate  each  time — probably  this  would  not  be  convenient  or 
defirable — but  encouragement  fhould  be  given  and  opportunity  afforded 
of  being  prefent  to  affift  at  the  Offering. 

1  The  "  croceus  "  of  the  Sarum  Sequence  of  colours,  appointed  for  days  of 
Martyrs  and  ConfefTors,  emblematical  of  their  fufFerings  and  trials,  like  gold 
purified  feven  times  in  the  fire. 
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Suitable  prayers  and  Euchariftic  hymns,  for  thofe  who  *'  remain  and 
do  not  communicate,"  fhould  be  fupplied.  Of  courfe  in  all  this  the 
Tick  perfon's  wilhes  will  be  confulted.  Thofe  invited  fliould  not  af- 
femble  beforehand  for  converfation  in  the  fick-chamber  ;  this  in  mofl: 
inftances  would  be  too  much  excitement  for  the  fick  perfon;  but  fliould 
be  inltrucled  to  wait  quietly  near  and  follow  the  Prieft,  and  leave  the 
chamber  at  the  termination  of  the  Office. 

"  Holy  things  for  holy  perfons."  Jews,  known  unbelievers,  and 
obftinate  heretics  {hould  be  requefl:ed  to  leave  the  room.  Care  and 
tendernefs  will  be  exercifed  as  to  the  prefence  of  a  commonly  re- 
puted pious  Difl'enter.  ^'  Who  knoweth  but  thou  mayeft  gain  thy 
brother  ?  " 

The  part  of  the  "Vifitation  of  the  Sick"  relating  to  the  conference 
and  examination  of  the  Tick  man's  faith,  &c.,  and  moving  him  with  a 
view  to  confeffion  and  abfolution,  not  being  of  a  congregational  cha- 
racter, is  not  fet  forth  to  follow  Part  I.,  as  pracStically  this  portion  of 
the  Office  is  generally  gone  through  with  by  the  Prieft  with  the  fick 
fome  time  previous  to  an  appointment  for  Vifitation  prayers  and  Cele- 
bration in  accordance  with  the  fpirit  of  the  rubric : — "  Thefe  words  before 
rehearfed  7nay  be  ja'id  before  the  m'lnijler  begins  his  prayer^  as  he  Jhall  fee 
caufe.'" 

Friends  and  others  who  may  be  prefent  at  the  Celebration  (and 
introductory  prayers  it  may  be)  have  nothing  to  do  with  that  part  of  the 
Vifitation  fervice  there  omitted,  and  of  courfe  would  not  be  prefent. 
Should  occafionally  circumftances  arife  where  it  may  be  neceflary  to 
immediately  precede  the  "Celebration"- — with  the  "examination  of 
the  fick  man's  faith"- — *' whether  he  repent  him  truly  of  his  fins  "— 
If  he  "forgives  and  will  aflc  forgivenefs,"  he; — to  make  reftitution 
to  the  uttermoft  of  his  power" — vide  Rubric — and  alfo  to  *'  move  the 
fick  perfon  to  make  a  fpecial  confeffion  of  his  fins  ;  " — the  friends  and 
Prieft's  attendants  will  be  inftrudted  to  leave  the  room,  or,  where  this 
is  not  poffible,  to  withdraw  out  of  hearing  ;  for  this  is  a  matter  between 
the  fick  perfon  and  the  Prieft,  and  concerns  them  alone.  Even  in  the 
moft  general  way  the  fick  are  fhy  to  fpeak  of  the  concerns  of  the  foul 
before  others.  Friends,  moreover,  even  in  the  moft  cafual  obfervations  or 
inquiries,  will  interrupt  by  interpofing  remarks  or  unduly  excite  by 
their  fobs  and  manifeftations  of  grief  The  impropriety  and  indecency 
of  the  Prieft  thus  queftioning  or  exhorting  in  the  prefence  of  others  is 
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too  obvious  to  need  further  remark.  The  friends  may  be  told  when 
requefted  to  leave  that  they  will  be  again  fummoned  to  join  in  offering 
prayer,  &c.  For  this  reafon  this  more  private  portion  of  the  fervice  is 
removed  from  its  place  for  convenience  fake,  as  well  as  certain  rubrics, 
only  fo  much  being  fet  forth  as  is  neceffary.  The  rubrics  in  full  would 
probably  confufe  the  illiterate. 

As  to  what  remains  of  the  Holy  Sacrament.  The  Tick  perfon  is 
ordered  to  be  communicated  "laft  of  all,"  plainly  to  avoid  contagion, 
and  out  of  charity  for  the  feelings  of  thofe  prefent,  and  as  it  might  be 
fometimes  revolting  to  communicate  after  the  fick  man  by  reafon  of  the 
loathfomenefs  of  his  difeafe.  By  analogy,  neither  the  Prieft  nor  friends 
would  be  expelled  in  fuch  a  cafe  to  "  reverently  confume  what 
remaineth  of  the  confecrated  elements."  Bifliop  Beveridge  quotes 
Hefychius,  that  the  cuftom  of  the  primitive  Church  was  "what  was 
left  ufed  to  be  confumed  in  the  fire."  "  Sed  quod  reliquum  eft  de 
carnibus  et  panibus  in  igne  incendi  praecepit,  quod  nunc  videmus  etiam 
fenfibiliter  in  Ecclefia  fieri,  ignique  tradi  quaecumque  remanere  con- 
tigerit  inconfumpta."  But  this  can  be  avoided  with  a  little  care  if  of 
the  one  element  no  more  be  confecrated  than  is  a6tually  required,  and 
if  for  the  other  a  fpoon  is  ufed  in  communicating  the  fick  perfon.  The 
ablutions  may  be  poured  on  the  fire  or  ground. 

^'The  fame  amount  of  intelligent  faith  in  the  Holy  Eucharift  is  not 
to  be  exa6led  from  all  claffes  of  perfons.  It  fuffices  that  a  communicant 
fhould  believe  that  our  Lord  Jefus  Chrifl:  feeds  our  fouls  with  His 
Body  and  Blood,  and  that  he  come  to  the  Sacrament  with  forrow  for 
paft  fins,  and  refolve  of  amendment. 

"  The  Prieft  fhould  inquire  as  to  the  fick  perfon's  capability  of 
fwallowing  or  retaining  food.  If  the  anfwers  are  fo  unfatisfa6tory  as 
to  involve  the  rifk  of  any  irreverence,  he  fhould  confine  himfelf,  for 
the  time  being,  to  the  ufe  of  the  Office  for  Spiritual  Communion. 

"  Before  beginning  to  celebrate,  he  fhould  inquire  who  among  thofe 
prefent  defign  to  communicate,  and  fhould  arrange  them  conveniently, 
apart  from  thofe  who  do  not  communicate. 

"  In  chronic  cafes  the  fick  fhould  communicate  at  leafl  as  frequently 
as  during  previous  health.  The  Collect,  Epiftle,  and  Gofpel^or  the  day 
may  be  fitly  ufed. 

"  Unconfirmed  children,  if  intelligent,  and  otherwife  fitly  difpofed, 
fhould  be  communicated,  however  young,  when  in  danger  of  death. 
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"  Adults  of  feeble  mind,  and  deaf  and  dumb  perfons,  may  alfo  be 
communicated,  if  they  fliow  faith  and  penitence  according  to  the 
mealure  of  their  capacity. 

*■'  Infane  perfons  may  be  communicated  during  lucid  intervals,  pro- 
vided their  previous  life  has  not  made  them  unfit. 

"  Idiots,  and  infane  perfons,  during  aberration,  are  never  to  be  com- 
municated."^
